Previous raids had vir­ 
tually destroyed hi.s crop. 
Daniel Wagner, 15-year-old Hun­ 
tington, W. Va.. boy, sprang the 
trap and received a shotgun charge 
in his body. 
Childers was convicted of shoot­ 
ing with intent to wound. He asktd 
the supreme court to reverse the 
conviction and to discharge him on 
the ground that no offense 
had 
been committed. 
Attorney ft M Switzer contended 
that Chiider.s could not even be 
convicted of assault and battery. He 
insisted there w'as no malice in 
Childers act and. therefore, he was 
not guilty of an offense. 
H. W. Cherrington, special prose­ 
cutor, contended that Childers' act 


was actuated by a spirit of man 
i and revenge 
"He was not protecting his prop, 
erty becau.se that already had 
destroyed.” said Cherrington
